Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Applicant's representative proposed several potential annendment to 
overcome the 1 121st rejection of the record. The examiner indicated that the specification needs to teach not only how 
to make, but also how to use the claimed invention. Further, the examiner indicated that the teaching on page 7, 1st 
paragraph is not sufficient to enable a method of transplanting hematopoietic stem cell comprising a heterologous 
marker gene for the purpose of monitoring its expression in the animal model because the specification does not 
provide specific teaching in this regard.
